UPSET THE BOAT AND UROWNED. 


Foolish Escorts Cause the Death of Five 
Young Womens. 

Nzewankk, N. J., June A. -A party of sixteen 
ladies and gentlemen hired the steam yacht 
Olivette and left this city, at 8 o’clock last 
night. It being flood tide the jetty at the 
mouth of the Bay was covered with water. 
The pilot had scarcely got his bearings when 


he heard a sharp, grating sound, and realiz- 


ing that he was on tne jetty stopped the en- 
gine. Several of the male passengers jumped 
over on the jetty and in doing so the boat 
lurched and slid off into deep water. The 
girls then made a rush for the side of the 
boat. This caused her to keel over suddenly 
and in a second she turned bottom side up. 

The air was immediately filled with 
screams for help from a score of persons 
struggling for their lives in the water. The 
cries were heard at Greenville and other 
points on the bay, and rescuers soon went to 
the scene of the accident, but when the boats 
arrived it was tound that six of the party 
had been swept away and drowned. The 
names of the lost were:

BAL mon, Ma., June 24.—[Special.]—The 
body of George T. Hollyday, a well-known in- 
surance agent, was found floating in the 
Potapsco River this morning. It had evi- 
dently been in the water for some time and 
was so badly decomposed that it could not 
be removed to his home at Mount Washing- 
ton. Mr. Hollyday had been missing since 
Friday afternoon. Whether or not it 
was a case of suicide cannot be ascer- 
tained, as his family and business associates 
deny knowledge of any reason for his taking 
his life.

His toague, however, has lost 
none of its power, his wit is as as 
ever, and his profound knowledge of politics 
and human nature but increases with advanc- 
ing years. He was asked what he thought of 
the political situation and the tangle into 
which the convention had involved itself. 

“TI know nothing about the situation,” he 
replied, “except from what I read in the 
newspapers and, begging the pardon of the 
press collectively and individually, I believe 
mighty little of what I see in them. Iam 
outof politics—for four years I have kept 
out carefully. I saw the votes cast for me in 
New York counted for Cleveland and the Re- 
publican party defeated thereby, and it oc- 
curred to me that it wasn’t worth while for 
me to make speeches to get a man to vote for 
me if his vote was going to be counted for 
somebody else. So I just made up my mind 
to sit still and keep quiet, and if a crisis like 
that of 1861 came to go in, if my strength 
were left, and to fight the war over again. 

“ Now, speaking on the basis of what the 
newspapers say, the situation here seems 
about this way to me: In the first place I 
want to say that in the case of any of the 
gentlemen before the convention the inter- 
ests of the country would be safely prop- 
erly protected. Getting down to individual 
candidates the Republican party was heavily 
enough loaded down with monopolies without 
Depew, but there was no earthly hope for 
him any of the time. Sherman, I see, touched 
the high-water mark of 249. I regard him as 
the best-equipped man for the Presidency, 
but it is doubtful in my mind if he could be 
elected. He is aman of positive ideas, con- 


victions, and views, and such men always 


make enemies If his managers were set 


Jon kilimg Harrison the best way to do 


it was to bring him up antagonism to 
Sherman—and it seems that’s just what they 
did. I imagine he never stood much show 
anyway. If Blaine comes in—and I don't 
think he wilj—it should not be until the dead- 
lock is absolute, and his name is the only 
and absolute key to unlock it with. If his 
managers do anything eise it will be because 
they are possessed of stupidity beyond that 
ordinarily vouchsafed to humanity. There- 
fore, from the present outiook, I should 
judge that he himself was not managing the 
Blaine men here.

This 
narrows the field so much that it looks to me 
like a deadlock and a ‘dark horse.’ Gener- 
ally speaking, when a deadlock occurs—as it 
usually does—a @ark horse is the best way 
out of the difficuity. You see, if any one of 
the contestants in a bitter fight is finally se- 
lected, every other fellow says Lou made a 
mistake in not taking me.’ The consequence 
is that—while I wouldn't for the world be 
understood to say that any of these men 
would do anything of the kind—it is human 


nature for them to take pains to prove by 


the result that it was a mistake. Still, the 
deadlock and dark horse business has this 
result: Since 1844 the men most fitted for 
the Presidency haven't deen nominated. 
Look at 1844—Polk, 1848—Cass, 1852—Pierce. 
That’s illustration enough of the results of 
the deadlock in nominating conventions. 
“Now we have arrived at a considera- 
tion of a dark horse. Who is he to be? I 
don’t know, and nobody can tell you except 
half a dozen men who are conferring in some 
parlor—net at a hotel—where you gentiemen 
of the press are not and are not wanted. I 
suppose these men, if they have the welfare 
of their party_and tneir country at heart, 
will decade on a dark horse. He will have no 
antagonisms to heal, and therefore he 1s most 
avaiable. It might be McKinley if he were 
not from Ohio.
